Former Denver Boy Scout learicni i i 1 1 j 
^■ipniil^ 42. pleaded guilty yester- 
day to sexually assaulting two boys who 
were members of his Scout troop. 

One of the boys, now 19, was molested 
over a 10-ycar period, prosecutor Karen 
Steinhauser told Denver District Judge 
Jeff Bay I ess. The other boy was molested 
over a 3-month span, 
*4jp*oM^^met both boys through scout- 
ing activities, Steinhauser said. 

Because of the aggravating factors sur- 
rounding the cases, including the duration 
of the one assault and because JPMM^ 
was on probation for theft, the Denver dis- 
trict attorney plans to ask that^^BP** 
receive a maximum 32-year prison sen- 
tence. 

Sentencing is scheduled for March 2. 

"When you have sex abuse over a period 
of time it is in some manner going to af- 
fect the victim for the rest of his life/* said 
Steinhauser, a chief deputy district attor- 
ney. 

Steinhauser said thnt^jpg^lif K spent 
considerable amounts of time with both 
victims away from scouting activities. In 
the case of the b oy who was abused for a 
decade, ^pVHB^ look the youth on out- 
ings and bought him things, Steinhauser 
said. In essence, the prosecution alleged, 
became a guardian for the fa- 
therless youth. 

The other victim went camping and to 
concerts with«ipNMfig* Steinhauser said. 

In return for j^pMfetf's guilty picas to 
two counts of second-degree sexual as- 
sault, the prosecution agreed to drop five 
counts of sexual assault on a child. 

The d ismissed counts alleged that 
?3HB^^ fondled two boys, ages 8 and 9, 
whom he was babysitting in late 1989. 



Steinhauser said she agreed to a pica 
bargain because she didn't want to put the 
victims through any more trauma and be- 
cause S^flflSS? still faces a lengthy pris- 
on term. 

Bayiess also will sentence ^^i^j^ for 
theft from a Denver gas station. 

He could receive up to 16 years in that 
case. Originally, under a piea bargain en- 
tered in June 1988, he had received a de- 
ferred sentence in which he would avoid a 
prison term if he stayed out of trouble. 

His sexual assaults were violations of 
the piea bargain and authorities have ask- 
ed Bayiess to impose a sentence in the 
theft case.
